Nathan  Taylor  Morse  was  born  in  Methuen,  Massachu- 
setts June  18,  1883,  the  son  of  John  H.  and  Helen  J.  Morse 
(Kimball).  He  was  educated  in  the  schools  of  Methuen,  a 
member  of  the  class  of  1902.  In  1906  he  married  Daisy  Sails 
of  that  town.  In  1888  he  came  to  Sanbornton  as  a  summer 
visitor  and  continued  to  do  so  until  1916  when  he  became  a 
permanent  resident. 

He  served  this  town  as  selectman  for  21  years  1931-1952, 
was  on  the  police  force  for  30  years  and  representative  to  the 
General  Court  in  1939-1940. 

Mr.  Morse  is  a  great  great  grandson  of  the  Hon.  Nathan 
Taylor,  one  of  the  earliest  and  most  distinguished  of  San- 
bornton's  citizens.  He  resides  at  the  Taylor  cottage  which 
has  belonged  to  his  family  since  Revolutionary  times.

SELECTMEN'S  SUMMARY  AND 

RECOMMENDATIONS 
Roads : 

The  one-half  mile  of  new  construction  leading  off  the 
Dr.  True  road  to  the  Heuber  property  was  completed. 
Mr.  Robert  Oilman  is  to  be  commended  for  the  excellent 
job  his  department  did  and  the  non-residents  are  well 
satisfied. 

Perley  Hill  road  was  surfaced  last  summer  and  the 
town  will  bentfit  from  lower  transportation  costs  for  the 
school  bus  system.  Moreover  the  residents  in  the  Chapel 
area  ha\  e  a  better  and  shorter  route  to  travel  to  Sanborn- 
ton  Square,  Triton  and  Laconia. 

The  balance  of  the  T.  R.  A.  money,  approximately 
$5,000.00  was  spent  on  resurfacing;  part  of  Black  Brook 
road. 

The  Selectmen  believe  that  it  would  be  most  profit- 
able for  the  Town  now  and  the  following  year  to  use  T. 
R.  A.  money  to  tie  in  Calef  Hill  and  March  Hill  roads 
with  the  Peter  Burleigh  road  and  thereby  establish  a 
complete  loop  for  the  school  bus  route  in  this  area. 
When  completed  this  project  would  enable  the  School 
Board  to  eliminate  the  feeder  bus  presently  used  for 
transportation.  Moreover,  by  1962  the  New  Hampshire 
super-highway  will  have  been  constructed  —  at  least 
through  Sanbornton  —  and  we  will  be  prepared  to  take 
care  of  the  transportation  of  any  additional  children  who 
will  have  moved  into  this  section  of  our  town.  Another 
inducement  to  consider  is  that  the  Town  of  Tilton  has 
offered  to  use  her  T.  R.  A.  money  to  surface  a  strip  of 
road  which  connects  with  our  proposed  loop. 

Another  possibility  is  the  completion  of  the  loop  be- 
tween the  Upper  and   Lower  Bay  road  depending  upon 
the  school  transportation  needs   in  this  section. 
Town-Owned  Land: 


In  appreciation  of  the  many  kindnesses  extended  to 
Dr.  Goss  and  his  family  through  the  years  by  the  towns- 
people, your  Selectmen  were  able  to  acquire  a  portion 
of  the  former  Mina  Hersey  property  —  400"  by  400'  on 
Hunkins  road.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  the 
town  will  be  able  to  construct  a  highway  equipment 
building  on  this  site.  Dr.  Goss  also  gave  the  town  a  back 
strip  of  land  which  could  be  used  for  a  town  dump  when 
needed. 

In  regard  to  the  Hermit  Lake  property,  we  are  in  the 
process  of  acquiring  the  deed.  A  surveyor  has  been  hired 
to  lay  out  the  lots  and  will  complete  the  survey  as  soon 
as  weather  conditions    permit. 
Town  Hall: 

The  Selectmen  still  feel  that  the  Town  Hall  furnace 
should  be  replaced.  The  underpinning  of  the  Town  Hall 
will  be  taken  care  of  this  summer. 
Town  Dump: 

The  Town  Dump  was  opened  from  May  through 
October  and  this  year  due  to  increased  use  it  will  have  to 
be  kept  open  longer.  The  Selectmen  are  taking  under 
consideration  the  possibility  of  a  new  more  centrally  lo- 
cated dump  site  on  the  Everett  Wilson  property. 

We  appreciate  the  assistance  the  Planning  Board 
gave  us  in  promoting  the  Hermit  Lake  property.  We  are 
also  indebted  to  all  the  town  officers  for  their  cooperation 
in  helping  us  carry  out  the  many  diversified  functions 
of   town  government.

With  pride  and  pleasure  we  report  that  on  August  20, 
1959  our  Fire  Department  became  an  Underwriters  Ap- 
proved Department  carrying  an  E-2  insurance  rating.  The 
final  requirement  for  approval  was  met  with  the  installation 
of  the  7J/2  h.p.  siren. 

Our  next  improvement  will  follow  the  recommendations 
of  the  Board  of  Underwriters  for  a  new  and  larger  Fire 
Station.  At  present  only  one  truck  is  in  a  warm  station  in 
winter  leaving  the  other  two  unserviceable  during  the  cold 
weather. 

At  our  January  meeting,  with  about  twenty  members 
present,  our  Fire  Station  problem  was  discussed  at  length, 
and  then  it  was  unanimously  voted  to  insert  an  article  in  the 
Town  Warrant  for  a  sum  of  $500.00.  This  amount,  if  raised, 
will  be  set  aside  in  a  Building  Fund. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  no  major  fires  occurred  in 
Sanbornton  in  1959.  We  responded  to  nine  fires  in  town  and 
four  Mutual  Aid  calls. 

We  gratefully  asknowledge  gifts  received  and  the  valu- 
able assistance  of  the  Lakes  Region  Mutual  Aid  Association.

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PREVENTION  IS  EVERYBODY'S  BUSINESS 

The  year  1959  was  fortunate  from  a  forest  fire  stand- 
point. New  Hampshire  had  the  best  record  in  the  nation. 
Fewer  acres  were  burned,  suppression  costs  were  substan- 
tially reduced  and  damage  to  woodlands  held  to  a  minimum. 
The  record  resulted  from  a  combination  of  favorable  weather 
conditions,  an  alert  warden  service  and  a  cooperating  public. 

Yet,  despite  all  this,  there  still  persists  a  disturbing  note. 
58%,  or  6  out  of  every  10  fires  in  1959  were  caused  by  care- 
less smokers  and  debris  burners.  10%,  or  1  out  of  every  9 
fires  was  caused  by  children. 

Careless,  indifferent,  thoughtless  and  independent  min- 
ded individuals  and  failure  of  parents  to  properly  supervise 
children  and  keep  matches  out  of  their  reach,  annually  cause 
these  unnecessary  fires  which  cost  large  sums  to  extinguish 
and  cause  extensive  damage.  The  elimination  of  these  three 
causes  of  fires  would  radically  change  this  picture.  The  rules 
are  simple  — - 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest 
fire  warden  -  the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 

4.  Don't  throw  lighted  matches,  cigars  and  cigarettes  from 
moving  vehicles  -  use  your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home  -  Use  your  town  dump  and  save 
yourself  much  possible  difficulty,  both  personal  and 
financial.

In  November 
they  attended  a  meeting  at  the  Hall  Memorial  Library  in 
Northfield  where  members  of  the  State  Library  staff  exhibi- 
ted and  discussed  reference  books.  In  October  our  librarian 
attended  the  three  day  meeting  of  the  New  England  Library 
Association  in  Swampscott,  Mass.

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REPORT  OF   THE  PLANNING   BOARD 
For  the  Year  1959 

Much  time  was  spent  with  the  Selectmen  concerning  the 
acquiring  of  land  from  the  Public  Service  Co.  of  N.  H.  in 
the  Hermit  Lake  area,  in  accordance  with  the  vote  by  the 
Town  at  its  last  Annual  Meeting. 

Sanbornton  is  very  fortunate  to  have  secured  shore  pro- 
perty which  will  make  room  for  over  30  shore  lots  besides 
about  10  off  shore  lots  at  the  north  end  of  the  lake,  also  about 
1000  ft.  of  pine  grove  along  the  side  of  Route  3B  which  it  is 
planned  will  be  improved  as  public  picnic  areas. 

The  sale  of  these  lots  will  more  than  pay  the  Town  ap- 
propriation of  $1,000.00  and  build  the  road  into  the  area,  and 
the  added  valuation  for  tax  purposes  will  help  each  Sanborn- 
ton taxpayer. 

It  was  necessary  to  have  a  supply  of  the  amendments  to 
the  Zoning  Ordinance,  voted  at  the  1959  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing, printed  to  bring  the  Ordinance  up  to  date. 

The  Board  has  taken  into  consideration  the  relative  im- 
portance of  several  of  our  unimproved  roads  in  Town,  es- 
pecially as  they  apply  to  the  efficient  transportation  of  pupils. 

It  now  appears  the  permanent  improvements  of  the 
Burleigh  Hill  and  Huse  Hill  roads  may  in  the  future  save 
the  Town  money  in  transportation  costs. 

At  present  with  the  Burleigh  Hill  road  in  mind  and  con- 
sidering the  condition  of  the  Hersey  Road  and  its  importance 
as  a  school  bus  route  and  a  connection  between  two  hard 
surface  roads,  we  are  recommending  to  the  selectmen  that 
the  T.R.A.  funds  be  applied  to  the  Hersey  Road,  and  possible 
improvement  of  the  Burleigh  Hill  road,  in  1960. 

We  recommend  to  the  School  Board  and  Selectmen  that 
the  Central  School  and  the  Town  Hall  be  protected  by  light- 
ning rods. 
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The  Planning  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation 
for  the  cooperation  of  the  Selectmen ;  also  of  the  voters  of 
the  Town.

CIVIL  DEFENSE   REPORT 

One  Civil  Defense  meeting  for  all  residents  of  Sanborn- 
ton  was  held  in  1959. 

A  Policeman  Training  Course  and  a  First  Aid  group 
was  organized  and  the  courses  were  completed.  A  very  suc- 
cessful Radiological  Training  Course  was  conducted  with 
twenty-eight  men  receiving  diplomas. 

The  value  of  Surplus  Properties  purchased  with  Civil 
Defense  funds  is  approximately  $2,164.80.  The  cost  to  the 
Town  has  been  $58.40. 

We  are  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  $100.00  to  be 
used  for  this  purpose  if  needed.
